Whereas, The breeding of pure 
bred cattle involves great expense and 
risk, by virtue of their great breed- 
ing values, and 

Whereas, These pure bred cattle 
are assessed and taxed at values far 
in excess of ordinary cattle, there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That we, members of the 
Minnesota State Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association, in annual, meet- 
ing assembled, do hereby submit when 
it may be necessary for said pure bred 


cattle to be destroyed for public safe- ' 
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ty according to laws made by State 
or national government that owners 
of said cattle should be reimbursed ac- 
cording to said breeding and dairy 
values, and that 

Said dairy values should be determ- 
ined and appraisal made by men of 
experience and reputable standing in 
the pure bred livestock industry and 
especially qualified to appraise. 

Be It Resolved, That we do hereby

TREASURER’S REPORT 
Mr. President and Members of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America: 

It affords me the greatest pleasure 
to herewith present to you my eigh- 
teenth annual report as Treasurer of 
vour Association, and it shows excep- 
tional progress and success as meas- 
ured by dollars. 

We have all had a feeling that 
this might be an off year in the finan- 
ces of our Association, for the dread- 
ed “Hoof and Mouth Disease” has 
been rampant all over this country, 
so that many breeders have been un- 
able to sell their surplus stock and in 
consequence feel the lack of, ready 
money. I am happy to say, however, 
that everything indicates that we 
have not nearly reached the height 
of our progress and that, with the 
suppression of the disease, we are to 
have a season of wonderful pros- 
perity. 

A bad season or a poor crop is not 
always as disastrous as we expect, 
for it tends to discipline us, it helps 
to strengthen our characters and to 
make us more prudent and careful. 
We should so arrange our affairs 
that we will be ready when storms 
hinder and oppress us. 

It seems to me that we have been 
diligent and conservative in our ef- 
forts, for in our reserve fund we 
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have laid aside a substantial amount, 
which will be most useful and im- 
portant to us in the future, besides 
giving us a financial credit and stand- 
ing at present, which we would not 
otherwise have had among business 
men of the entire world. 

I refer with pride to the fact that 
long years ago, in response to my 
insistence, we established a reserve 
fund, and that we have been able to 
build up a substantial one constitut- 
ing a bulwark for protection in case 
a general depression or other financ- 
ial misfortune may come to the coun- 
try.

finances stronger, and we then need 
not fear for the future. 

A word of caution as to your ex- 
penditures; it is neither business- 
like nor good judgment to spend the 
last dollar of your earnings, even if 
you feel that the investment may be 
a good one. It is better to keep a 
little in reserve for each year, so 
that as we grow in numbers we may 
grow in wealth and power, for wealth 
is power today. 

I trust that the resources at our 
command today will be guarded with 
the same care and thought for the 
future that has obtained in the past, 
and that we will always maintain 
such a reserve to protect us against 
such disasters as are liable to come 
to any association. Of course, it 
gives us all a comfortable sort of 
feeling to have a large reserve fund, 
but we must not presume too much or 
it may be the means of our downfall 
and ruin. Thrift is a necessity, and 
with it come frugality and economy,

New fads, customs and 

Then and standards arise from 
Now. month to month not alone 
in society, such as dress, 

but as well in Holstein-Friesian mat- 
ters. Ten years ago the World’s rec- 
ord for yearly butter production was 
established at 752 pounds by Karen 
2d but any real good cow today can 
equal this former world’s record, and 
only ten years time has elapsed. Now 
our new high butter standard is near- 
ly double this amount. Finderne 
Pride Johanna Rue has altered our 
ideas in respect to the “eight months 
after calving” test. A week ago we 
thought that any cow that could make 
fifteen or twenty pounds in this divi- 
sion was doing exceedingly well, but 
it is difficult to enthuse over them 
now with the high mark fixed at 36 
pounds, and 86 pounds of milk a day, 
358 days from freshening. Her but- 
ter record at the beginning of her 
test was 36.86 lbs., which shows her 
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to have a “come back” power in the 
“eight months” division of 97 per 
cent. For comparison take Banostine 
Belle De Kol. 245 days from calv- 
ing her “come back” power was 85 
per cent and 347 days after it was 
77 per cent. Finderne Pride Johan- 
na Rue, the last two months of her 
test, had increased her milk flow by 17 
Ibs, a day and her butter production 
a pound a day over what it was 288 
days after calving. This demon- 
strates a wonderful ease of manipu- 
lation, or, if you like, responsiveness 
to feed and care. Previously it has 
been the general opinion that once 
a cow had fallen off on her milk flow 
it was impossible to bring her back 
again, but here is a striking excep- 
tion. It is absolutely necessary that 
this manipulative factor be inherent 
in every cow giving 86 lbs. milk a 
day at the end of her test, for if not, 
how are you going to shut her off 
to give her a rest before next fresh- 
ening? Yes, the styles are changing. 
Soon we will all demand self-regulat- 
ing cows, such that we can turn on 
the flow of milk up to one hundred 
pounds a day or more by twisting her 
tail to the right and turn it off en- 
tirely the next day, if we wish to go 
on a vacation, by twisting her tail 
to the left. Presto!

Our Visitor was spent the past 

week in conversing 
with a good Holstein-Friesian breed- 
er who called at our head quarters 
as we are always glad to have breed- 
ers do whenever occasion brings them 
to Madison. 

Among other topics we discussed 
various Holstein-Friesian matters 
including preference for predominance 
of black or white color and the future 
prospects of the breed. Our visitor, 
though a beginner in the business but 
two years ago, showed unmistakable 
signs of prosperity,—signs that are 
common to a very large portion of 
Holstein-Friesian breeders, for they 
are a progressive class, a bunch of 
live wires, men who are in the busi- 
ness in earnest for all there is in it 
and naturally prosperity follows their 


foot steps and they often drive large |. 


touring cars as did our visitor. He 
is a mild-spoken, young man, giving 
the impression of possessing much 
latent energy, yet quick to decide 
and act. He is one of the many be- 
ginners who :are destined to bring 
Dane county and Madison to the 
front as a Holstein-Friesian center 
in the years to come. Dane county 
at the present time is far more noted 
for its tobacco crop than for its Hol- 
stein-Friesians but there is no terri- 
tory so fertile that it is secure against 











the invasion of the Holstein-Friesjan 
and Dane county is gradually giy- 
ing ground. 

Respecting the future of the breed 
our visitor expressed a feeling that 
the boom prices received for Hol- 
stein-Friesians the past year marked 
the climax, and that retrograde ae- 
tion would set in and the breed would 
experience a period of inaction and 
low prices. He cited the case of the 
Berkshire hog business in which he 
said just that thing had occured. 

Regardless of the imminence of 
such a turn in the Holstein-Friesian 
business our visitor has expressed. a 
very natural feeling. As Col. Kelley: 
would express it after 12:00 o’clock 
comes one o’clock. The more money 
a man has in his pocket the greater 
is his anxiety and the greater is the 
danger of loosing it; or to express 
it another way, the higher the moun- 
tineer climbs the rugged peak, the 
greater is his danger of sliding back 
and the farther and harder he will 
fall if he does. The wise man safe- 
guards against accident, he keeps his 
money invested or in safety vaults 
and if the mountaineer is sure of his 
footing and maintains a cool head 
and steady nerve his safe climbing 
is assured. 

We are quite ignorant of the his- 
tory of the Berkshire business, but ~ 
we feel certain that the conditions 
must be different than those existing 
in the Holstein-Friesian business to- 
day. In the first place we are in- 
clined to believe that the Holstein- 
Friesian business is still in its in- 
fancy, that we are, figuratively only 
in the foot hills of the rugged moun- 
tain that may be dimly outlined in 
the far distance ahead of us. Conse- 
quently there would seem to be no 
danger connected with our present 
progress. With the wide West just 
waking up to the necessity of dairy 
cattle to maintain a profitable and 
permanent system of agriculture and 
with the demand for dairy products 
and dairy cattle, especially Holstein- 
Friesians, ever increasing we believe 
that the business is as stable today 
as any business ever was or could be. 

Possibly the hog business is frought 
with greater danger due to greater 
ease for crooked dealing as the re- 
sult of pigs being born in litters. 
Anyway ‘there must have been a 
cause. As we sit at our desk and 
scan the whole Holstein-Friesian 
field, noting the power and integrity 
possessed by the meri at the top and 
the loyalty and unity of purpose of 
Holstein-Friesian breeders generally, 
we feel but little concern for the im- 
mediate future. 

Nor does our visitor. He is build- 








ing up his herd with the best of blood 
and with every expectation of mak- 
ing a fortune in the business. His 
present herd sire is Artis Pontiac Al- 
bina, whose sire is King Pontiac 
Artis, son of King of the Pontiacs 
and Pontiac Artis (31.71 Ibs. in 7 
days and 1,076.91 lbs. in one year.) 
She was a continuous worker and al- 
though three times disbarred, she 
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The bull’s dam is Jannek Albina 
De Kol 3d, 100 pounds milk in one 
day and 29.71 pounds butter in seven 
days as a four-year-old. She was a 
prize winner at the New York State 
Fair 1910 and is a daughter of Korn- 
dyke Queen De Kol’s Prince. Such 
a sire should certainly meet the most 
sanguinary expectations of our vis- 
itor, who by the way was Emil L.

En Route

We believe our first article closed 
with us on board the Black Diamond 
and nearing Buffalo which was to 
constitute the first lap of our trip to 
the land of earthquakes and exposi- 
tions. The Lake Shore road and a 
Pullman sleeper landed us in Chicago 
with a half day at our disposal before 
boarding the Burlington for Omaha. 

We are never at a loss to know 
what to do to pass the time when in 
Chicago Our residence of eight years 
at Evanston, her finest suburb on the 
lake, and the seat of the Northwest- 
ern University, has made us more at 
home here than in any other metrop- 
olis of the country. 

If one has a love for the fine arts, 
there is the Art Institute on Michi- 
gan Ave., if literature, he can visit 
the Carnegie or Newbury library. If 
he prefers the open air and sunlight 
then visit the botanical and zo-ologi- 
cal gardens of Lincoln park. 

We did not see the Father of Wa- 
ters on this trip as we passed the 
Mississippi in the night, but the Mis- 
souri we did see, and can vouch for 
all the stories told of the turbid wa- 
ters of the Big Muddy. 

Omaha, the metropolis of Nebras- 
ka, is just over the river. 

A short stop and an automobile 
trip about the city gave us a good 
general idea of its location, size and 
other features of interest.

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Bartley to visit relatives the conduc- 
tor facetiously said to us, ”Be care- 
ful and not get drowned.” We could 
not help remarking the smallness of 
the uniformly one-story farm and 
country village .houses. Almost. in- 
variably they seemed to rest flat on 
the ground with little or no founda- 
tions. 

From the time our train left the 
Missouri bottom lands it had been 
climbing steadily higher and higher 
until on the morning of June 8th we 
pulled into Denver, the city that is 
nearly 6000 feet above the level of the 
sea. 


Of course, we took one of the sight- 
seeing auto-busses for a trip arqund 
the city. Our conductor was a young 
man formerly from Rochester, N. Y. 
These busses carry thirty people or 
more, and the conductor blows his hot 
air to the passengers through a mega- 
phone. i 

Denver has some features peculiar 
to itself. One of these is the absence 
of any sky-scraper, and another is 
the absence of any wooden building of 
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any kind. The conductor explained 
that twenty-five years ago the city of 
Denver passed an ordinance limiting 
the height of buildings to twelve sto- 
ries and prohibiting wooden struc- 
tures. 

The Colorado State Capitol is quite 
an imposing structure with a high 
dome gilded with Colorado gold. 

Denver contains many fine man- 
sions, homes of Colarado millionaires 
—Crawford, Reed, Perkins, Kisler, 
and others too numerous even to men- 
tion. We remember that near ‘the 
Crawford mansion was a lot on which 
was growing a fine crop of rye. An 
old gentleman from Bloomington, [II- 
linois, who seemed to have a keen 
sense of humor, leaned over and asked 
the conductor: “Who owns the rye?” 

The Kisler mansion is built diagon- 
ally of the lot. The conductor ex- 
plained that it was so placed in order 
that all parts of the house might re- 
ceive the direct sunlight at some time 
during each day. The same old gen- 
tleman very modestly suggested that 
he should have built it on a turntable. 








One of the finest views is obtained 
from Cheeseman park. Here the 
mountain scenery, including the snow 
capped summit of Pike’s peak is dis- 
played in distant grandeur. Their 
massive but vague outlines looming 
against the western sky give one a 
new sensation, an enlarged concep- 
tion of the magnitude of the universe. 

At the highest point of this park 
—“observation Point” is erected a 
memorial peristyle — very beautiful 
and reminding one of the pictures of 
the Greek Parthenon.

At Colorado Springs we stopped at 
the Plaza hotel, a very quiet and nice 
place at $1.50 per day. In the morn- 
ing we called up Geo. T. Sinton, a 
breeder of Holstein-Friesians, and 
who has one of the finest herds in the 
state. This herd will be described la- 
ter in a separate article. Mr. Geo. 
T. Sinton is a son of Melvin Sinton, 
one of the Sinton Brothers, constitut- 
ing the firm of The Sinton Dairy Co. 
This company is farming some 5,000 
acres. 

The Sintons formerly lived at Itha- 
ca, N. Y., removing to Colorado 
Springs in 1878. They have devel- 
oped a large and prosperous business. 

Mr. Geo. T. Sinton and his brother, 
Grant, svent the greater part of two 
days driving us akout the city and 
country in their automobile. We vis- 
ited the Garden of the Gods, followed 
the Ute Pass far into the mountains 
and ate our dinner beside a mountain 
stream amid the grandeur of the Col- 
orado Rockies. A drive through South 
Cheyenne Pass to the Seven Falls is 
one panorama of towering’ rocks so 
wonderful as almost to seem unreal. 
No pictures, no description can con- 





vey any conception of the _ reality. 
They must be seen to be appreciated. 
Mr. Sinton took us to see numerous 
other herds in the vicinity. Mr. J. 
H. Barnard has a well-bred herd of 
Black and Whites. We secured a 
group picture of this herd, taken in 
the pasture. Mr. Barnard went to 
Colorado from Andover, Mass., some 
30 years ago. He has a ranch of 720 
acres, known as Cathedral Rock 
Ranch, named from some rocks of 
same name on the place. A moun- 
tain, known as Eagle’s Nest forms a 
bold background for his heme build- 
ings. The Holland Herd and ranch 
is the property of Asa T. Jones, a 
millionaire mine owner. His build- 
ings near the Santa Fe railroad 
tracks present a fine picture. 

We also visited herds owned at the 
Union Printers’ Home, the State 
School for Deaf and Blind, and the 
Stratton Home. The latter Home was 
founded by Winfield Scott Stratton, 
a Cripple Creek multi-millionaire, and 
is an Old Folks’ and Orphans’ Home. 
These last mentioned herds, however, 
contain but few purebreds, but the 
high grades have been developed into 
wonderful producers, some of them 
yielding over 100 lbs. of milk in a

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day. Mr. Sinton is one of the pio- 
neers in the pure-bred business in the 
state Most of the herds about Color- 
ado Springs having purchased their 


foundation stock of him. 


It is difficult to conceive a greater 


Sinton during our stay at Colorado 
Springs. 
Perhaps we should add that Color- 


ado Springs is a handsome city of 
some 30,000 inhabitants with scarcely 


no foreign element. The streets were 
all very wide, being 100 feet from 
curb to curb. This gives it a charac- 
ter possessed by no other city. 
To our great regret we were unable 
to ascend Pike’s Peak as the cog road 
to the summit had been blocked by a 
recent snow storm. The snowy sum- 
mit of this mountain, glistening in 
the bright sunlight, frames a mental 
picture never to be forgotten. 
Of course everyone who comes to 
Colorado should ride over the won- 
derful mountain railroad to Cripple 
Creek and the other mining towns of 
Goldfield, Victor and Alban, the lat- 
ter being the most elevated city in 
the world, over two miles above sea 
level. Nothing that we can say can 
convey any adequate conception of 
the engineering difficulties overcome 
in the construction of this road, or 
of the grandeurs spread out or 
massed together before the vision of 
the passenger on board one of these 
trains. One wonder succeeds anoth- 
er until the mind is almost paralyzed. 
You encircle mountains eleven thou- 
sand feet in the air and look down 
into dizzy canyons. The road winds 
and recoils upon itself like the folds 
of a monster serpent, but always up. 
up, and still up; and here great 
smelters are constructed, and here is 
mined the ore that yields a million 
dollars per month. Great are the 
wonders of nature and great are the 
achievements of man! 
Every foot of these mountain sides 
have been prospected_over and the 
mounds of dirt thrown up make their 
surfaces look from a distance like 
prairie dog villages. Here and there 
in the valleys will be seen narrow 
stretches of grass or a _ cultivated 
patch of ground and alwavs near 
these is the shack of some settler and 
possibly a cow or a horse may be seen. 
It is a legend that cats cannot live at 
Cripple Creek. because of its high 
altitude. In thece minine towns a 
few two story brick blocks are seen, 
but for the most part the buildings 
are mere miner’s shacks. Cripple 
Creek has a povulation of some six 
thousand and not a blade of grass 
or any vegetation to be seen. 

This is a never-to-be-forgotten ride. 
Occasionally we catch sight of the 





pleasure than that afforded by Mr. . 
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bold summit of Pike’s Peak and at 
other times the snowy range of San- 
gre de Cristo 80 miles away. At one 
point we looked down on the city of 
Pueblo forty miles distant. - Don’t 
miss the Cripple Creek excursion. 

At Pueblo we were met by Dr. 
Work and taken in his Packard to 
Woodcroft. Dr. Work is the oldest 
breeder of the Black and Whites in 
Colorado, and most of the herds of 
the State have secured some of their 
foundation animals or herd sires 
from the Woodcroft herd. Lady Per- 
fection Korndyke, the 37-lb. cow was 
recently presented to World readers. 
It will be our pleasure to say more 
about this herd in a future number. 

It should be known that breeding 
pure-blood Holstein-Friesians is only 
a side issue with Dr. Work, he being 
the proprietor of Woodcroft Hospital 
for mental and nervous diseases, The 
hospital grounds comprise some 60 
acres. The grounds surrounding the 
various buildings are artistically laid 
out and beautified with rare trees, 
flowers and shrubbery. 

The hospital was founded by Dr. 
Work in 1896 with one patient. At 
the time of our visit it had two hun- 
dred inmates and in the twenty years 
has admitted a total of 2,266. It 
would be difficult to appraise the val- 
re of this property but probably 
$200,000 would be a conservative es- 
timate. 

Pueblo is the Pittsburgh of Colora- 
do. The great Rockefeller steel plant 
constituting one of the pricipal man- 
ufacturing industries. The country 
about Pueblo is a fine farming sec- 
tion and extends as far south as 
Rocky Ford. We can never forget 
our ride about the city and surround- 
ing country with Dr. Work and his 
family in his big car. 

While in Pueblo we were pleased 
to meet Mr. Drew, proprietor of the 
largest department store in the city. 
Mr. Drew is also a breeder of the 
Black and Whites, having purchased 
his foundation stock of Dr. Work. We 
were sorry not to be able to visit Mr. 
Drew’s herd. 

At 7:45 P. M. we boarded a Santa 
Fe train for La Junta. where we 
eaveht the California Limited and 
sped away in the direction of the 
Grand Canyon. More anon.

MANY 1915 GRADS RETURN 
TO FARMS 

The largest class that ever com- 
pleted the four-year course in agri 
culture at the University of Wiscon- 
sin, 108 in number, received diplomas 
at the graduation exercises here to- 
day. In addition to those completing 
the regular work in agriculture lead- 
ing to a degree, 26 students finished 
the two year, or Middle Course, and 
38 young women graduated from the 
Course in Home Economics. 

Since the establishment of the four- 
year course in agriculture in 1876, a 
total of 610 students have been grad- 
uated. - Since 1905, when the Middle 
Course was established, 117 students 
have been granted certificates. A 
total of 142 have finished the Home 
Economics since 1909, when this de- 
partment was started. 

Each year a larger number of 
eraduates in agriculture leave the col- 
lege to apply their knowledge to ac- 
tual farm practice. At least 40 per 
cent of the present graduating class 
expect to engage in farm work im- 
mediately. 

Of those reporting positions for 
the coming year, 17 per cent will be 
farm managers, 10.9 per cent farm

CENTRAL MICHIGAN HOLSTEIN 

SHOW A GREAT SUCCESS 
’ Without a doubt the largest cattle 
show ever held in the Middle West 
took place at Lansing, Michigan, May 
26 and 27. The Chamber of Com- 
merce of that city co-operated with 
the local Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion to increase the interest in pure 
bred live stock among both the city 
and rural people. 

The exhibits of prize stock easily 
surpassing any expectations of the 
officers of the Association. Approxi- 
mately two hundred head of the beau- 
tiful black and whites were entered 
for comparison from a radius of less 
than fifteen miles. One very interest- 
ing thing noticed by the writer was 
the fact that several breeders who 
were just starting to raise pure bred 
stock joined into the enthusiasm and 
became greatly encouraged because 
they were able to take home one or 
more ribbons. 

This is the first show of its kind 
ever held in this country and the in- 
terest shown by the total attendance 
which numbers into the thousands, 
speaks well of it. People from all 
parts of Michigan and a few from 
Indiana were present and_ spoke 
highly of the plan and arrangements. 

Several of the Michigan Agricultu- 
ral College students, who were eager 
to obtain some practical pointers on 
fitting for the show ring were on hand 
to help care for the cattle. They kept 
close watch of the judge’s method of 
procedure and seemed to agree favor- 
ably with his decisions. 

Mr. Frank Crandall from Howell, 
Michigan, acted as judge and per- 
formed his duties very satisfactory. 
At the outset he explained to the au- 
dience that this was the greatest show 
of full aged cows he ever saw, even 
comparing it with the National Dairy 
Show of last Fall. The full aged 
class of which forty-one head were 
entered showed the very keenest of 
competition and it was a long tedious 
job for the judge to finally decide the 
ribbon winners. When with eighteen 
left in the ring he compelled each ani- 
mal to be milked dry, and a re-exami- 
nation was made before final judg- 
ment was passed. George Gillespie 
& Son from Mason receiving the blve 
ribbon. This cow also proved to be 
the Grand Champion and is an extra 
good dairy type. 
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About thirty herds were repre- 
sented, some of the larger ones are 
M. A. C. with twenty head, Espanore 
Farm, G. H. Gillespie & Son, A. B. 
Niles, B. T. Frye, E. Stohl, Wm. Stohl 
and C. Hulett .Sons, As a rule the 
prizes were well distributed. 

The Agricultural College gave a 
male calf to the association to help 
meet the expenses of the judge, feed, 
bedding and labor. Tickets were sold 
on this calf for a small sum and the 
fortunate winner was Edward Hulett 
from Okemus. Mr. Hulett was told to 
go to the College and take his choice 
from a box stall of pure bred calves. 

This initial Holstein Show has 
proven an inspiration to fanciers of 
the Jersey and Guernsey breeds and 
there is some talk of holding similar 
meetings with these breeds as the 
center of attraction. The entire per- 
formance has proven of much inter- 
est to the city people, especially to 
those attending while the cows were 
being milked. To actually see a large 
pail of the white foaming fluid drawn 
from one cow caused them to utter 
some queer exclamations. 

The breeders showing their stock 
consider this show a success for the 
following reasons: 

1. The local advertising received. 

2. The chance to compare one herd 
with another from both the show ring 
and productive points of view. 

3. The educational advantages re- 
ceived by way of care and prepara- 
tion for the ring. 

4, The possibilities of many farm- 
ers still keeping grade cattle to start 
raising pure bred ones, and join into 
the spirit and enthusiasm which was 
very evident at this meeting. 

There seems to. be no doubt but that 
this Holstein Show will be an annual 
affair from now on and similar ones 
should be held in other parts of the 
country, especially where the town 
happens to be a long distance from 
the State or County Fairs.

“LIGHTNING STRIKES

Briefly here is what one interested 
party recommends as a step toward 
protecting animals in pasture during 
sudden electrical storms: 

Ground pasture fences at least ev- 
ery 20 rods. 

Use number 9 wire. Staple it down 
the post across the strands of fence 
wire. Extend the wire into the 
ground about three feet, and allow it 
to project a few inches above the top 
of the post.

000, which will be ample to pay all 
premiums in the various departments. 
It is believed that the free gate will 
double or treble both exhibits and at- 
tendance.

well as other expenses not included 
in the premiums to be paid by the 
county, will ke taken care of with 
funds secured from concessions, pri- 
vileges, grand stand and other 
sources. 

While the Free Fair will be an ex- 
periment, it is felt that its success 
is certain. Letters received when the 
proposition was first launched from 
leading live stock exhibitors, manu- 
facturers and agriculturalists in va. 
rious parts of the country mani- 
fested deep interest in the project, 
and all indiciated their purpose of 
becoming exhibitors in case the fair 
was made free. Leading fair men 
also took a lively interest. 

The fair grounds are centrally lo- 
cated in the city of Topeka, only six 
blocks from the State House, They 
cover 78 acres and represent an in- 
vestment of $325,000. The property 
is owned by the county. Four years 
ago the county voted $50,000 worth of 
bonds for investments and the busi- 
ness men of the city contributed 45,- 
000 more. A number of new build- 
ings were added and much general 
improvement made. 

The Topeka Fair is one of the old- 
est in the West although in one of 
the comparatively new states. It was 
begun some 30 years ago and with 
one or two exceptions. has never 
missed an exhibition.
